Ottawa. Jan. ».—The three-quar¬ 
ter mark lu the present fiscal year 
finds Canada alth Increased reve¬ 
nue*. Increased expenditure* and a 
substantial drop In the net debt of 
the Dominion. 

A financial statement issued to-day 
through the Department of Finance 
shows total ordinary revenue of the 
Dominion amounting to 8351.287323 
for the nine months of tho present fis¬ 
cal year which passed December 81 
last. For the corresponding nine- 
month period of the preceding fiscal 
year ordinary revenue totaled $345 - 
283,544. The increase therefore 
amounted to 86.004.781. 

The net debt of the Dominion on 
December 1 last amounted to 82.159.- 
214.730. On December 3h 1928. the 
total net debt waa 82.218.603.434. Thera 
was consequently a decrease amounting 
to 859.888.704 on the basis of the fig¬ 
ures presented.
